For over three hundred years the 
St. Lawrence River has been the 
great waterway into the interior of 
the American Continent. It was the 
route by which La Salle, Marquette, 
Joliette, Hennepin and Dul’hut pene- 
trated to Lake Michigan, although a 
round about passage had to be taken 
up the Ottawa and Mattawa Rivers 
over Lake Nipissing into Lake 
Huron to avoid the Fostile Indians 
below Lake Erie.
